— Whereas it is expedient to regulate 
and control the export of potatoes from within the area 
which formerly comprised Kumarsain State and now 
forms part of Theog TehsiL 

And whereas by virtue of proviso to Section 5 of the 
Government of India Notification No. 185-P, dated the 
IBth April, 1948, all powers exercisable by the Darbar of 
KUMARSAIN STATE under the laws that continue in 
force therein are exercisable by the Chief Commissioner, 
Himachal Pradesh. 

Now, therefore, the Chief Commissioner, Himachal 
Pradesh, in exercise of his powers os Darbar conferred 
by Rule 81 of the Defence of India Rule as applied to the 
aforesaid area, hereby makes the following Order:— 

1. (a) This Order shall be called THE KUMARSAIN 
POTATO Control Order, 1948, (hereinafter referred to as 
the ‘‘Order ’')■ 

(b) It extends to the areas of KUMARSAIN SUB- 
TEHSIL (hereinafter referred to as ‘‘ The Art^a 

(c) It shall come into force with immediate effect. 

2. In this Order, unless there is anything repugnant in 
the subject or context; — 

(a) “ Potato means all varieties of Potatoes and 
includes Seed Potatoes. 

(b) “District Magistrate “ means the District Magis- 
trate of Mahasii District and includes any officer 
authorised by him for all or any of the purposes 
of this Order. 

(e) “Dealer “ means a person who carries on the 
business of buying and selling Potatoes. 

3. (1) No person shall carry on business as, a Deakr 
in Potatoes within the area except under and in accord- 
ance with the terms and conditions of a license, in Form 
I in the Schedule to this Order, granted by the District 
Magistrate. 

(2) The license shall remain in force as the authority 
granting may fix and enter in the license, 

4. Ajiiplieation for license under the Order shall be 
made to the District Magistrate in Form II in the Sche^ 
dule to this Order. 

6, No license shal) be granted to any person. 

(a) if he is not a lonafide dealer in potatoes; 

(b) if he is otherwise considered unsuitable by the 
District Magistrate to be granted a license. 


6. The District Magistrate shall have absolute discretion 
to cancel, revoke or modify any license granted by him 
under this Order. 

7. A holder of a license granted under this Order shall 
comply with all directions that may be issued generally 
to all holders of licenses in the area of to him specifically 
by the District Magistrate in regard to; — 

(a) the place and time of purchase or sale of pota^ 
toes; and 

(b) the price at which Potatoes may be bought or 
sold. 

8. The District Magistrate may 

(a) call for any information from any Dealer, and 

(b) enter upon and inspect any premises in which he 
has reasons to believe that potatoes are stored 
for purposes of sale or that the purchase or sate 
of Potatoes is taking place in contravention of 
the license granted to the dealers and seize the 
Potatoes concerned. 

9. No person shall export or cause to be exported any 
Potatoes in any manner from any place within the area 
except under and in accordance with the terms and condi- 
tions of a permit i^s«ued in writing by the District Magife^ 
trato in Form III in the Schedule to this Order. 

10. Nothing in this Order shall apply to the moving 
of potatoes by any person in any quantity not exceeding 
5 seers, if carried as part of personal luggage for private 
consumption. 

11. If any person contravenes the provisions of this 

Order, or the conditions of the license granted to him 
under this Order, tlien without prejudice to any other 
action that may be taken against him, his license may be 
cancelled or suspended by the District Magistrate and in 
addition to any other punishment to which he may be 
liable »ny t\)urt trying the oifence order that the 

fitoek or quantity of potatoes together with the packages 
and coverings thereof in respect of which the Court is 
satifcified that the offence has been committed shall be 
forfeited to the Government unless for any reasons to be 
recorded in writing the Court is of the opinion that the 
direction should not be made in respect of the whole, or, 
as the case may be, a part thereof. 

12. The Chief Commissioner may exempt any person 
oi\ class of persons from the operation of ail or any of the 
provisions of this Order and may at any time subsequent 
thereto modify, suspend or cancel such exemption.

(a) Cloth and Yarn ” mean respectively any 
type of cloth or yarn manufactured either whoUy from 
cotton or partly from cotton and partly fiom any other 
material but does not include : — 

(i) ready made clothing other th-in dhotis and 
sarees ; 

(ii) hosiery ; 

(iii) leather cloth and inferior or imitation leather 
cloth ordinarily used in book binding ; 

(iv) tracing paper ; 

(v) cloth manufactured partly from cotton and 
)>artly from wool and containing 40 per cent or 
more of wool by weight ; 

(Vi) rubberised or synthetic water-proof fabrica 
whether single textured or double textured, 

(b) ** dealer meaus a person carrying on the busineaa 
of buying or selling cloth or yarn or both whether whole- 
sale or retail whether or not in conjunction with anv 
other business, and includes a hawker, a master weaver 
of handloom cloth ; and a servant or agent carrying on 
business on behalf of the dealer. 

(c) Form means a Form appended to this Order. 

(d) Hawker means a dealer who goes about from 
place to place or liopse to house with cloth or yarn or both 
which he offers or exposes for sale and also includes a 
person who sells cloth or exposes cloth for sal© on foot* 
path or any other place. 
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(e) “ Licence means a licence granted und(‘r tlie 
provisions of and in one of the Forms appended to this 
Order. 

(£) Licencee means a holder of a licence. 

LieeiiRing Authority’^ means the Director of 
Civil Supplies and Yarn ( Jonimissioucr, Ajmer-Mcrwara 
and includes for ‘ E ' Class Licences : — 

.i. The Additioiia} Assist^mt Commif^oiier, Ajmer- 
Merwara for Ajmer Sub-Division excluding Ajmer 
city.

(iii) C Class dealer^' means a hawker. Tie shall 
obtain a licence in form IV. 

(iv) D Class dealer means a person who carries 
on retail business in towels andjor retail or whole- 
sale business in yarn. He shall obtain a licence 
in Form V, 

(v) E Class dealer nu'nns a person who stocks 
yarn and pi odueos handloom cloth and sells 
wholesale the handloom cloth produced hy him 
to B. C and D Class dealers only. Tie shall 
obtain a liccnicc in Form VI. 

(b) A dealer may at one and the same time belong to 
one or more of the above fivt* classes if the Licensing 
Authority so permits.
